Agriculture Takes-Big-Step 


in Getting Federal Rec-' 


ogriition, He'Says 


Syracuse, X. Y.—G4>)—A distinct 


step forward has * b'een made by 
agriculture, said Alexander Legge, 
chainrtan of the federal farm board, 
in. an address here today, in - se- 
curing recognition of the fact that 
agriculture as an - irtdustry is en- 
titled to the same consideration at 
the Government's bands as other in- 
dustries have received. 


"Perhaps the soundest advice we 


can give- to agriculture is contained 
in the one word 'organize' " he said, 
speaking at the l\"ew York state 
farm bureau meeting- ^t the state 
fair, 


"Properly organized, I cannot see 


any reason why agriculture might 
not go farther than industry, inas- 
much as most of your products are 
consumed every day and 
several 


times, a day, and the consumption 
must bfe fairly Continuous if we are 
to live. 


"Perhaps the greatest difficulty 


we have to contend with ia accom- 
plishing results under the terms of 
the agricultural marketing act is the 
lather prevalent belief on the part 
of the people we are trying to serye 
that some mysterious way as going 
to fa found where, through legisla- 
tive action, the handicap , under 
Which agiiculture Is suffering will 
be removed and their position made 
secure without any action on the 
part of the farmer himself." 


This, lie said, is, a dream that 


would not come true. Speaking of 
conditions in the 
east Chairman 


Legge said: "During the 
earlier- 


months of thfe (federal farm board's) 
activities, we used frequently- to 
hear it said that the farm hoard 
could do little, if anything, .for the 
farmers in the north eastern area. 
Nothing could ^be farther from the 
facts. Financially, aid has extended 
to 17 different classes of agricultural 
products. The -whole operation _of 
the law Is based on collective, coop- 
erative action, on the part of the 
farmers themselves." 


The governmental agency here rep- 


resented, said Mr. Legge, can be 
helpful by placing at the farmers' 
disposal men well qualified to assist 
in organization along sound lines to 
secure the best results that the 
market will justify.

At thirty I used to spank the chil- 


dren _ occasionally—££ least '--they 
swear" now that I did—and I deplored 
the institution of capital punishment 
as the'jpenalty lor crime. 
, At forty I no- longer whipped the 
children—though, goodness knows, 
they sometimes 'merited it—and I 
firmly believed in' capital 
punish- 


ment. 


At fifty I believe in capital punish- 


ment for incorrigibility when- other 
measures within the parent's avail 
prove inadequate,' well into

teens. As for capital "punishment,

GOVERNMENT HAS 


President Irigoyen Has Help- 


ed His Country in Many 
Ways

New York—(CPA)—It was just two 


years ago that Hipohto Irigoyen, in- 
scrutable president of the Argentine 
republic now menaced 
by an 
in- 


cipent revolution, sent an emissary 
to the United States to build opinion 
favorable to his administration. Per- 
sistently reported to be hostile to 
this country, he nevertheless laid out 
and carried through an adroit cam- 
paign to win its friendship. 
Soon 


thereafter, he found: it inconvenient 
to see President Hoover, on the lat- 
ter's Visit to South America, sending 
word that he had a cold. Perverse 
and enigmatic, known as a "man 
of mystery," the above is character- 
istic of President Irogoyen. 


It was Senor Cerlos O. Reissig, 


publicist and financier, «yho was the 
president's emissary to the United 
States. 
Gifted and brilliantly edu- 


cated, he made numerous addresses 
at universities 
and before public 


baches and strewed the country with 
interviews, 
extrollmg 
President 


Irigoyen and his administration. He 
was an 
extremely effective pro- 


pogandist and if the North American 
sentiment should, in the subtleties of 
international relationships, be weigh- 
ed in the delicately balanced scales 
of the president crisis, Senor Reissig 
may be credited "with 
work well 


done. 


"MAN 
OF MYSTERY." 


In the summer of 1928, there was 


printed in the United States a series 
of 
articles 
describing 
President 


Irigoyen as a "man of mystery." 
There was an implication that the 
president's aloofness, cryptic speech 
and; unsocial habits concealed an 
ineptitude for leadership and govern- 
ing capacity. Apparently, the articles 
found some sensitive nerve center in 
the presidential person, for it was 
soon thereafter that he dispatched 
Senor Reissig to "say it ain't so." _ 


"While the 
president's 
Boswell 


hymned his master faithfally, he left 
him. about as much a" man of mys- 
tery as ever.. In fact, the known 
details of President Irigoyen's habits 
of life and method of governing are 
much more pleasing to the mildly in- 
terested on-looker in these parts than 
the glossy and highly latinized por- 
trait which ^Senor Reissig -painted. 


One detail, •which the ornate senor 


did not stress is the fact that the 
president gives all his salary to the 
poor, he is a gruff old man—some- 
where between 78 and 83—nobody 
knows his age—who frequently has 
kept an important statesman waiting 
while he discussed philosophy or the 
folk: songs on the Pampas with some 
obscure cobbler or laborer. 
He laid 


hoia on the affections of North Amer- 
ican Jeffersoniar democrats by rid- 
ing ^to his inauguration, in a street 
carr^ He. -shears' baggy,;"old ^clothes 
andS. lives, not-'' in - the ' government 
palace, hut in a room over a cigar 
store.

Neighboring crews of farmers ar 


filling1 silos la nearly all parts o 
Outagajnie and Brown counties, ane 
each crew is quite well pleased with 
the corn crop although it has ripen 
ed at least a month earlier than us 
ual on account of the drouth. In 
places where silo 
filling has 
no 


started, farmers (are plowing and are 
finding the job hard on horses and 
dusty for themselves. In some fields 
great clods are moved f.side by the 
plows without being turned over and 
the stubble is left standing uprigh 
behind the plow. 


The average yield of corn in the 


territory 
including 
Outagamie 


Brown, Door, Kevcaunee, Shawano 
and Ocorito counties this year wil 
not be over 70 per cent of norma 
notwithstanding a number of very 
good fields. The average yield of 
small gram in those counties this 
season is considerably above nor 
mal. It may be too late now to save 
the crop, but unless a soaking rain 
falls very soon the crop of late po 
tatoes is doomed. A survey of a 
large ntfmber of late potato fields on 
Friday showed from two to 
four 


small potatoes in a hill ranging- from 
the size of marbles to that of an egg. 
As potatoes have already set on the 
vines, it is difficult to imagine how 
the number can be increased even 
if the fields are saturated. 


Late cabbage is not only at a 


standstill but it is being badly dam- 
aged by millions of worms that are 
not only making sieves of the leaves 
but are also devouring the 
tiny 


heads, Cabbage, however, has with- 
stood the drouth better than any 
other cash crops except, possibly, 
sugar beets and table beets. 


SUGAE BEETS PAIR 


Experts in sugar beet raising say 


that the sugar-beet-fights 
drouth 


more successfully than any other 
cash crop. In case of a drouth, the 
sugar beet forces its tap root down 
into the ground six., feet in search 
of moisture. The same experts ad- 
mit however, that the dead, lower 
leaves on the plants prove that the 
six foot roots failed_ to reach a suffic- 
ient supply of, niois'ture. A month 
ago the sugar" beet foliage covered 
the ground between the rows but 
no"w the ground may be seen the full 
length of the rows in the best of 
fields. A ram experts say, will revive 


tho beets and start them oft on a 
new period of growth. 


The crop of hay In the counties 


mentioned above Is one-third of the 


1929 
crop and the pasture crop Is 


not over one-sixth of the 1930 crop. 
Because of the shortage of pasture, 
farmers have been compelled to turn 
their cattlo into some of their mea- 
dows. There has been no timothy, 
lowland and woodland pasture the 
past two months. 


In cases where farmers have sur- 


plus red clover and alfalfa, they are 
sax-ing the second crops for 
seed. 


Both of these crops are loaded with 
seed and big yields will be the re- 
sult If the stands are good. Owing 
the sowing- of a mixture of timothy 
and alfalfa or timothy and red clov- 
er and uneven mixing of the seed, 
however, large empty gaps sbo\v up 
in some clover and alfalfa 
fields. 


The gaps make low yields of hay or 
seed. 


Canning beans in the territory 


about Appleton are yielding very 
well for this season and are treating
